Was 48 at 8 O'clock. 


Following almost a solid month of 


severe winter weather Ihore came a 
change Immediately after Christmas 
and for the past 4S hours the ulr has 
been as balmy us a day In June. Yes* 
tcrduy, .particularly In the afternoon, 
was out1,of.tuoiiu rare, sunshiny days 
that -sornellnie.H como in midwinter, 
like an oasis In the desert, and glvo 
tho air a smell of the sprlngtlmu that 
Is on Its way. 


Tho teniiNirnturo In tho afternoon 


was mild. It was In Iho nelghboihood 
of •!-', just warm enough to nmko an 
overcoat feel a burden. There was 
a mild wind, too, which caused the 
snow to molt and form lltlle rivulets 
la Iho gutters 
which, 
muddy 
and 


murky, coursed downuard to the river 
and helped swell tho stream nl pointH 
below. The warm spell sent most of 
the snow away but the Ice which has 
formed during the past few weeks of- 
fered stubborn rcslslcnce, and much 
of It xllll remains. 
It is ballllng 


grimly against tho warmth of tho air, 
hanging on desperately and seeking 
succor from the mercury, which drops 
with the darkness. 
Last night tho 


temperature was lower than during 
tho day, but tho night was far from 
cold. 


This morning Old Sol hid his face 


behind tho slatey clouds and n drlz 
zllng rain fell. The wind was n trltlo 
raw but Ihe weather remained oven 
warmer than on yesterday. The loin- 
porature was at 48 degrees, tho high- 
est of any morning this month. 


So far tho mild spell has not affected 


tho river hore to any degree but If 
the thaw In tho mountains Is as great 
as In this section, the noxt 21 hours 
should nee the Yough transformed Into 
life.

Howorer, 
tlio eye 1" nt lenut tho window of tho 
brain nod In moit Intlmixto relation 
with that organ as well as with tbo 
general nervous system, la tbo nouso 
that tbe eyo reflect* tho emotion* of 
the Individual It It not no much tlio 
"window of tlio soul" as somo pcoplo 
Imagine. If tho muscular tissue Bur- 
rounding tho eyo were parnl>rcd tho 
*yo Itiielf would hnvo little powor ot 
•xprcsslon. 


Proptr Illumination. 


The human oyo was originally adapt- 


ed to daylight, and until tho Invention 
of printing tho demands upon tho oven 
of tho nveraite man vvoro mostly for 
distant vlalon In tho sunlight and nol- 
dom for reading, especially by artificial 
light. 


Under modern condition1) both light 


and llternltiro aro at tho command of 
tho humblest citizen, although tho lit- 
cnturc. like tho light. IB noc always 
of tho beit. 


Probably the best quality of light for 


tho eye In that of the coal oil lump, pro- 
vided a proper burner and Bhttdo arc 
employed. Tho only objection to till* 
light li the Inconvenience ot looking 
nftcr It end tlio hent from lu proxim- 
ity. 


The worst form ot light l» tho flick- 


ering Ban flame, which contaln« many 
yellow. Irritating rnji and IB very ob- 
jectionable on account of It* unstentll- 
ness. Tho WelBbach attachment over- 
comes thcso objections, but unless tho

If 
tbo bulbi are Blinded from the oyo ind 
made of ground (tlnvi. as they should 
bo In dwelling rooms, the electric light 
\t nn Ideal method of Illumination, as 
It doet not consume or vltlat" the air, 
as Li tbo COM with tho gas Ha mo or oil 
lamp. 


Cornet R»«dlno Petition. 


Tho position of tho body while read- 


ing Is almost as Important as tho qual- 
ity ot tho light. The'bablt that some 
people have ot reading In bed N usual- 
ly Injurious, not limply because phy- 
elclans "do not bo I levy In It," but for 
very definite reasons 
Tho body Is 


often held In a Btrlined position, with 
the head bent forward, causing con- 
gestion ot tho oyo». If the book bo 
placed upon a pillow or rest and tho 
bend dxed In a natural position llttlo 
injury will result. 
Probably adult 


bookworms wilt continue to read In 
bed and "scrooch" themselves up In 
all kinds of strained pofttUons In their 
library chairs, 
notwithstanding all 


warning-), and eyo strain, with Its 
train of lib. will continue to distress 
them. 


But wltb children a correct position 


and light supply while writing or read- 
ing Is really of vital Importance. Cur- 
vature of (he spine may result from 
constant malposition at tho school 
desk or wbllo reading at home. Eyo 
•train In tho child may retard mental 
development ami leavo a lasting Im- 
pression on both mind and physique. 


Tho child sliould bo trained to lit 


•rect. with tho shoulders squared. A 
dei<c that Is too low or too high will 
compel nn awkward position, especial- 
ly when writing. Dosks should nover 
bf placed no that tho light shlnc» la 
the pupils' faces. 


Struotur* of th* Cyi. 


Without entering Into the tnlnuto de- 


tails of thu anatomy or physics of tho 
iy<>. a word regarding Ib) structure and 
Mrnctive elements will assist In a 
proper understanding of the Injury 
that may result from neglect or abuse 
)f this delicate yet tone suffering and 
.Trslstant organ. 


The e»ebnlt Is Imbnldtd In a bony 


»ocket with nn overhanging ridge, 
which well protecti) It from txtornal 
Injury. 


Tin- eye communicates with tho brain 


through tho_ontie_uorv«, which piuscs 


through, "n bole in tuo DacK ot tne 
bony eye socket and spreads out on 
tho Inner surface of tho cavity, ot tho 
eyeball to form tho retina. Tbo crys- 
talline lens and Iti ligaments divide 
the oyo Into two chambers, tbo anterior 
and tho posterior. Tho anterior cham- 
ber U very small and lies between, the 
cornea, or outer surface of the ojo. 
and tho lens. It Is filled with n Quid 
similar to tears, tho aqueous humor. 
'I ho posterior chamber li largo and 
constitutes tho cavity ot tho eyeball 
behind tbo crystalline lens 
It H 


Blind wtlh a transparent, Jell} like vib- 
otnnce. tho vitreous humor. Tho Iris 
Is a circular, muscular curtain, an 
extension of ono of tho coats of tho 
eyeball, which by dilating or contract- 
ing controls tho amount of light ad- 
mitted to tho Interior ot tho eyo. Tbo 
atinpo ot the crystalline lens Is also 
controlled by tho llttlo ciliary muscles. 


VarUtUi of D.ftotlv. Sight. 


Astigmatism Is caused by an In- 


equality In tho curvature of the cor- 
nea. This may occur In any meridian 
ot the eyo and requires glasses that 
will so bend the rays as to correct tho 
deflection caused by tho Irregular sur- 
face 


Nearslgbtcdness.—This Is caused by 


an unduly long eyeball from before 
backward. The rays ot light meet bo- 
foro thoy reach tlio rotlna. Tho cornea 
In such cases Is usually abnormally 
convex. 


Farsightedness —This Is caused by 


abort eyeball from beforo backward. 
Tho rays ot light fall to meet beforo 
they reach tho rotlna. 


In both of tho above conditions R dis- 


torted Image Is formed, and glasses 
are required cither for near or distant 
Tlilon. , . 


Importmncu of Proptr Qlniei. 


Tho degree of Injury that results 


from errors of refraction depends upon 
the temperament and constitution of 
tho Individual as well as tho extent of 
tho error. Just as a llttlo tobacco or 
alcohol will In some subjects produce 
chaos In tho nervous system so will n 
slight refractive error In a person oi 
unstable nervous orgnnlratlon cause a 
profound disturbance ot tho general 
health. 


When a refractive error exlits tho 


ciliary muscles endeavor to correct It 
by altering the slinpo of tbo lens. Un- 
less tho error Is extreme tbo effort la 
usually successful, and tho patient 
thinks ho has good eyesight. But a 
condition ot tension exists lu the mech- 
anism of accommodation which will 
bo reflected lu a long train ot nervous 
symptoms, 'especially headaches, un- 
less the subject Is ot an especially ro- 
bust and resistant type. 


If the eye were u lifeless optlcnl It- 


stnnncnt any shopkeeper would bo 
qualified to test It and with n llttlo 
training could prescribe correct glasses. 
As tbo eyo Is n living organ It should 
bg tested with duo regard to that fnrt 
and by a physician who can studr tbo 
eyo conditions as n wholo and not 
nlono the optical condition* which have 
been created by n combination of tbo 
refractlio error and tho patient's effort 
to correct It. 
By certain drugs tbo 


accommodation of tbe patient Is over- 
come, and tho full degree of the error 
Is revealed. The moral Is not to trlflo 
with t:io "window of your brain" by 
letting some man on tho street flt you 
with glasses. 
You will save money 


and henllh by going to tlio "man who 
knows," a physician trained to tho 
work. 


When glasses are required 
they 


xtiould be worn—the earlier tho bet- 
ter. Some people keep away from tho 
oculist just as they keep away from 
tho dentist, puylng dearly In the end. 


Bathing tho Eyo«. 


Ordinarily tbo eyes aro kept clean by 


the secretion of the lachrymal glands, 
which Is n wenk snlluo :luld. 1\hcn 
tho eyes nra Irritated by dust or slight- 
ly ln~f!nmcd a solution of boruclc acid, 
ten grains to the ounce of distilled wa- 
ter, Is a useful preparation 
Pure wa- 


ter Is Irritating nnd should not bo 
rubbed or dashed Into tbo c}«s.
